Recent  developments  point  to  iicreased  production  of  mill:  late  this  year  or 
in  195^V  Prices  of  mill:  and  butterfgt  have  become  more  favorable  coi.'pared 
uith  other  livestock  products  and  feed  tlian  in  tlie  last  t^ro  ^’•ears,  Tlie 
record  supplies  of  feed  grain  and  hay  also  mill  tend  to  boost  output. 

On  Januaig'’  1,  1955  cou  nuiiibers  uere  C.o\m  one  percent  from  a  year  earlier, 

Tlie  average  opiantit’i"  of  mill:  produced  per  cou  in  1951;  (55l2  pounds)  i/as  one 
percent  above  1953  and  3,5  percent  above  1952,  Over  the  past  20  years  the 
average  annual  iicrease  in  production  per  con  has  been  l,o  percentage  points 
per  year. 

On  June  1,  1955  production  of  mill:  per  coir,  per  day,  in  herds  of  crop 
correspondents  reached  a  neir  high  of  21,9  pounds.  On  Jul^'"  1,  1955  production 
of  20,3  pounds  uas  still  a  record  for  that  date,  homever  the  7,3  percent 
drop  in  production  per  con  uas  as  sliaro  a  daron  as  any  yea-T  since  the  early 
1930's. 

Tile  percentage  of  mill:  coirs  beilng  milked,  irhich  in  recent  r.iontlis  has  been 
setting  nei;  highs,  drop;-'ed  shaiyily  to  a  beloir  average  level  of  75,8  percent 
on  July  1,  1955, 

Total  production  of  milk  in  the  United  States  during  the  first  6  months  of 
1955  ^ras  65,5  billion  pounda,  about  one-third  of  a  billion  pounds  short  of 
last  j^ear’s  record  for  the  period.
